On 2 July 199o, a si ow-~movi ng , "hand— to—hand" trans-fer 
of illegal drugs to a slow, large flat vessel, took place- The 
phonetic eKpr'essi ons of "Bi nda^r /Benny Bar" surfaced during the 
course of an effort to identify the second vessel of interest. 
During the afternoon of 4 July 1990, a small, yellow/green 
fishing vessel phonetically identified as the 

"Burgon/Burgundy/Jorgon/Jordo/Gordo" ac ted as a go-between with 
the target vessel bearing the call sign! land a third vessel

4. (S/STD/I\IF-) COHMENTSs Viewer 018 recently reported the 
apparent experimental use o-f the equivalent of a "psychic shield" 
to avoid detection. Viewer 018 was instructed not to discuss 
this finding with anyone. Note? that 018 is 052's trainer; 
inadvertent disclosure? could have influenced 052's detection of 
the? bright light around the target vessel. All future activity 
will be? closely monitore?d to confirm or disprove the use of a so 
called e?nergetic shield. 
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
